pORTY-SIX feet, one and a half inches long — that’s the American L.T.V. 

Corsair, the light, subsonic strike plane now in service with the U.S. 
Navy and the U.S. Air Force. Despite its small size, the Corsair delivers a 
lot of hardware, for its maximum weapon load on short-range missions is 
15,000 lb., almost equal to the weight of the entire aircraft when empty. 

Specimen loads with which the plane has been tested include twenty- 
four 250 lb. bombs, or eight 750 lb. bombs, or the staggering total of 108 
rockets of different sizes. And that’s as well as the two fixed 20 mm. cannon 
in the nose. With a maximum level speed of 698 m.p.h., it’s a useful little 
plane to have on your side.
